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OVERVIEW  OF  THE  1986  LEGISLATIVE  SESSION 


The  1986  legislative  session  was  a  laborious  but 
productive  one  for  the  Joint  Committee  on  Public  Service. 
Of  the  818  petitions  referred  to  the  Committee  in  the  1986 
session,  85  were  passed  into  law. 

Compensation  reform  was  the  most  significant  issue  handled 
by  the  Committee.  Chapter  519  established  a  pay  plan  for 
registers  of  probate,  assistant  registers,  clerks  and  assistant 
clerks  of  the  Trial  Court.  The  schedule  will  be  based  on 
recommendations  of  the  Chief  Administrative  Justice  of  the 
Trial  Court  pursuant  to  a  professional  classification  and 
pay  study.  Chapter  520  established  a  classification  and 
pay  plan  for  the  Trial  Court's  chief  probation  officers. 
Chapter  525  established  a  salary  schedule  for  the  clerk  and 
assistant  clerks  of  the  Appeals  Court,  replacing  the  present 
statutory  pay  figures. 

Another  matter  included  in  the  long-awaited  compensation 
overhaul  is  the  pay  plan  governing  the  Commonwealth's  3200 
state  managers.  Chapter  217  provided  a  two-year  upgrading 
of  the  present  salary  schedules,  established  a  merit  pay 
plan,  and  updated  present  management  benefits.  Chapter  21 
increased  the  salary  of  the  Governor's  Council  from  $4,000 
to  $10,400.  This  was  the  first  pay  increase  received  by 
the  Council  in  over  twenty  years. 

In  the  area  of  retirement,  the  Committee  again  gave 
initial  approval  to  the  pension  reform  package  which  provided 
a  comprehensive  overhaul  of  the  Commonwealth's  106  public 
employee  retirement  systems,  including  sweeping  changes  in 
benefits,  funding  and  disability  retirements.  Although  the 
legislation  was  deferred  in  conference  committee  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  more  deliberation  is  expected  to  be  given  to 
this  popular  issue  in  1987.  A  retirement  matter  that  was 
passed  into  law  is  Chapter  700,  which  created  a  procedure 
for  withholding  insurance  premiums  from  the  pension  checks 
of  retired  teachers  in  the  Commonwealth.  Another  matter 
enacted  is  Chapter  517,  increasing  the  base  to  which  cost 
of  living  adjustments  are  applied  for  retired  public  employees 
from  $8,000  to  $9,000. 

In  the  area  of  collective  bargaining,  the  Committee 
in  1986  gave  initial  approval  to  a  closure  mechanism  to  be 
invoked  in  irreconcilable  municipal  police  and  fire  contract 
disputes.  More  consideration  of  this  proposal  is  expected 
in  the  1987  legislative  session.  Chapter  198  strengthened 
the  municipal  collective  bargaining  process  for  non-public 
safety  employees  by  prohibiting  unilateral  changes  in  the 
conditions  of  employment  until  fact-finding  and  mediation 
alternatives  have  been  exhausted.  Chapter  222  requires  the 
Board  of  Regents,   Trial  Court  and  State  Lottery  Commission 


to  include  all  necessary  personnel  schedules  when  submitting 
contract  funding  requests  to  the  legislature.  Chapter  451 
authorized  mediators  in  non-public  safety  contract  disputes 
to  order  the  presence  of  authorized  bargaining  representatives. 


Senator  Royal  L.  Boiling,  Sr.  of  Boston  completed  his 
fourth  year  as  Senate  Chairman  of  the  Public  Service  Committee, 
while  House  Chairman  Kevin  P.  Blanchette  of  Lawrence  joined 
him  for  a  second  year.  Serving  as  Senator  Boiling's 
legislative  aide  to  the  Committee  was  Richard  Chasdi

LEGISLATIVE  HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  SERVICE:   1986 


Chapter  21  (H.5365)   increases   the   salary   of   members   of   the 

Governor's  Council  to  $10,400,  from  $4000. 
This  is  the  first  such  increase  since  1963. 

Chapter  30  (H.1926)   repeals   the   archaic   loyalty   oaths   required 

of  public  employees  since  1949. 

Chapter  198  (H.3426)  strengthens  the  municipal  collective  bargaining 

process  for  non-public  safety  employees, 
in  cases  where  a  contract  has  expired.  C.198 
prohibits  unilateral  changes  in  the  conditions 
of  employment  until  fact-finding  and  mediation 
alternatives  have  been  exhausted  in  the  effort 
to  reach  a  successor  agreement. 

Chapter  217  (H.5382)  represents   a   comprehensive   overhaul   of   the 

pay  plan  governing  the  Commonwealth's  3200 
state  managers.  Chapter  217  provides  for 
a  two  year  upgrading  of  the  current  management 
salary  schedules,  and  instructs  the  Department 
of  Personnel  Administration  to  devise  a 
supplemental  merit  pay  system  to  be  implemented 
through  the  FY  1988  budget  cycle.  Finally, 
Chapter  217  updates  a  variety  of  antiquated 
management  benefits,  as  a  prelude  to  further 
improvements  to  be  implemented  administratively 
by  the  DPA. 

Chapter  222  (H.5630)  helps   to   streamline   the   latter   stages   of 

the  collective  bargaining  process,  by  requiring 
the  Board  of  Regents,  Trial  Court,  and  State 
Lottery  Commission  to  attach  all  necessary 
personnel  schedules  when  submitting  contract 
funding  requests  to  the  legislature.  By 
requiring  these  schedules  to  be  submitted 
in  advance  of  legislative  appropriation, 
Chapter  222  will  minimize  the  time  required 
for  post-funding  paperwork,  and  allow  for 
the  more  rapid  and  efficient  implementation 
of  contract  provisions. 

Chapter  412  (H.5849)  establishes  class  size  as  a  mandatory  subject 

of  collective  bargaining  in  local  school 
department  negotiations.  Chapter  412  thereby 
requires  both  labor  and  management  to  bargain 
in  good  faith  over  (though  not  necessarily 
to  agree  to)  any  proposal  concerning  class 
size . 

Chapter  451  (H.5850)  specifically  authorizes  mediators  in  non-public 

safety  contract  disputes  to  order  the  presence 


of  duly  authorized  bargaining  representatives. 
Chapter  451  thus  gives  mediators  an  important 
tool  to  discourage  the  dilatory  practice 
of  sending  labor  negotiators  to  the  bargaining 
table  without  the  power  to  agree  to  concrete 
proposals . 

Chapter  517  (H.6358)  increases   the   base   to  which   cost-of-living 

adjustments  are  applied  for  retired  public 
employees.  Chapter  517  raises  the  amount 
subject  to  the  annual  percent  increases  from 
$8,000  to  $9,000,  effective  July  1,  1986. 

Chapter  519  (H.5364)  establishes   a   pay   plan   for   the   Registers 

of  Probate,  Assistant  Registers,  Clerks  and 
Assistant  Clerks  of  the  Trial  Court.  The 
plan  is  to  be  based  on  the  recommendations 
of  the  Chief  Administrative  Justice  of  the 
Trial  Court  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
House  and  Senate  Committees  on  Ways  and  Means, 
pursuant  to  a  professional  classification 
and  pay  study.  Chapter  519  also  provides 
for  two  retroactive  upgradings  of  the  current 
statutory  pay  schedules  for  Clerks  and  their 
assistants  prior  to  the  Novemeber  1,  1986 
implementation  of  the  pay  plan.  Chapter 
519  further  establishes  affirmative  action 
guidelines  for  the  Trial  Court,  and  brings 
vacation  and  sick  leave  provisions  for  Clerks 
in  line  with  Trial  Court  policies  for  other 
Trial  Court  personnel.  The  change  from 
statutory  salary  provisions  (most  of  which 
had  been  unchanged  since  1981)  to  a 
classification  and  pay  plan  is  viewed  as 
a  major  reform  of  the  Trial  Court's 
compensation  practices. 

Chapter  520  (H.5487)  establishes   a   classification   and   pay   plan 

for  the  Trial  Court's  Chief  Probation  Officers, 
subject  to  Ways  and  Means  approval,  similar 
to  the  scheduling  process  created  for  court 
clerks  by  Chapter  519.  By  replacing  the 
static  statutory  pay  provisions  (unchanged 
since  1981)  for  Chief  Probation  Officers 
with  a  fluid  salary  schedule,  Chapter  520 
will  prevent  the  reccurrence  of  the  dilemma 
now  facing  Chief  Probation  Officers,  most 
of  whom  earn  less  than  the  collective 
bargaining  probation  officers  they  supervise. 

Chapter  525  (H.5817)  establishes  a  salary  schedule  process,  subject 

to  Ways  and  Means  approval,  for  the  Clerk 
and  assistant  clerks  of  the  Appeals  Court, 
replacing  the  current  statutory  pay  figures. 


Chapter  700  (H.5844)  creates  a  procedure  for  withholding  insurance 

premiums  from  the  pension  checks  of  retired 
teachers  in  the  Commonwealth.  Chapter  700 
will  provide  for  withholdings  to  be  made 
by  the  Teachers '  Retirement  Board  and  forwarded 
to  municipal  treasurers  for  payment  to  insurers 
providing  post-retirement  coverage,  and  will 
thereby  close  a  long-standing  gap  in  the 
premium-withholding  network  already  available 
to  state  employees  and  non-teaching  municipal 
workers .

SECTION  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law 
to  the  contrary  and  in  order  to  promote  the  public  good,  the  State-Boston  re- 
tirement board  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  retire  Randolph  G. 
LaMattina,  a  police  officer  of  the  city  of  Boston,  who,  as  a  result  of  inju- 
ries sustained  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  on  August  sixteenth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  '  is  totally  and  permanently  incapacitated 
from  further  service  as  a  police  officer.  The  annual  amount  of  pension  pay- 
able to  Randolph  G.  LaMattina  under  this  act  shall  be  fixed  in  .::•.  i-'"."ri 
*»qual  to  th<>  regular  rate  of  compensation  which  would  have  been  paid  h  :,: 
continued  in  service  as  a  police  officer  in  said  city  at  the  grade  hold  by  him 
at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Such  retirement  shall  become  effective  as  of 
the  date  following  the  last  day  on  which  he  is  entitled  to  receive  regular 
compensation.  Upon  the  retirement  of  Randolph  G.  LaMattina.  the  State-I'ostou 
retirement  board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all  amounts  standing  to  his  credit 
in  the  annuity  savings  of  the  State-Boston  retirement  system. 

SECTION  2.  The  provisions  of  section  one  hundred  of  chapter  forty-one  of 
the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to  apply  to  Randolph  G.  LaMattina  relative  to 
his  indemnification  by  the  city  of  Boston  for  any  hospital,  medical  and  relat- 
ed expenses  which  may  be  incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as  a 
result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity. 

SECTION  3.  Upon  the  death  of  Randolph  G.  LaMattina,  if  his  wife,

(b)  In  the  event  any  such  schedule  as  recommended  by  the  chief  adminis- 
trative justice  is  disapproved  by  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and 
means,  said  committees  shall  return  said  schedule  together  with  a  notice  of 
such  disapproval  to  said  chief  administrative  justice.  Said  chief  administra- 
tive justice  may  then  resubmit  any  such  disapproved  schedule  or  submit  a  new 
schedule  to  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means,  and  said  com- 
mittees on  ways  and  means  shall  either  (i)  approve  said  resubmitted  or  new 
schedule,  or  (ii)  recommend  legislation  relative  to  the  subject  matter  con- 
tained therein. 

(c)  All  schedules  pursuant  to  this  subsection  shall  group  into  single 
classes  all  such  positions,  regardless  of  agency,  department,  or  geographical 
location,  which  are  substantially  alike  in  the  duties,  responsibilities,  orga- 
nizational relationships,  qualifications,  and  other  significant  characteris- 
tics, and  all  positions  in  the  same  class  shall  be  allocated  to  the  same  job 
group.

THE   COMMONWEALTH   OF   MASSACHUSETTS 

In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Eighty-six 

AN  ACT  ESTABLISHING  A  PAY  PLAN  FOR  CHIEF  PROBATION  OFFICERS  OF  THE  TRIAL 
COURT. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  to  defeat  its  pur- 
pose, which  is  to  immediately  establish  a  pay  plan  for  chief  probation  offi- 
cers of  the  trial  court,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency 
law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled ,    and  by  the  authority  of   the  same,    as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Chapter  276  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  section  98,  as  amended  by  section  17  of  chapter  279  of  the  acts  of  1986, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: - 

Section  98.  There  shall  be  a  commissioner  of  probation  who  shall  have  ex- 
ecutive control  and  supervision  of  the  probation  service.  He  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  six  years  by  the  chief  administrative  justice  and  shall 
devote  his  full  time  during  business  hours  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  The 
commissioner  of  probation  may  appoint  an  administrative  assistant.  Said  ad- 
ministrative assistant  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  commissioner  may  from 
time  to  time  define.  There  shall  be  an  associate  commissioner  of  probation 
who  shall  have  at  least  fifteen  years  experience  as  a  probation  officer,  five 
of  which  shall  be  as  a  chief  probation  officer  in  a  court  in  the  commonwealth 
having  twenty  or  more  probation  officers.  He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chief 
administrative  justice,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  commissioner  of  proba- 
tion . 

The  commissioner,  with  the  approval  of  the  chief  administrative  justice, 
shall  appoint  five  deputy  commissioners  and  may,  with  like  approval,  for 
cause,  remove  them.  The  commissioner  may  designate  one  deputy  commissioner  as 
first  deputy  commissioner.  Each  deputy  commissioner  shall  devote  his  full 
time  during  business  hours  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

The  commissioner  of  probation  shall  appoint,  four  supervisors  of  court  pro- 
bation services  and  one  assistant   supervisor   of   court   probation   services. 
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There  shall  also  be  a  supervisor  of  probation  for  the  superior  court  and  an 
assistant  supervisor  of  probation  for  the  superior  court  designated  according 
to  the  provisions  of  section  eighty-three. 

Said  supervisors  of  court  probation  services  and  assistant  supervisors  of 
court  probation  services  shall,  in  addition  to  other  duties  imposed  upon  them 
by  said  commissioner,  be  responsible  for  the  evaluation  of  the  probation  ser- 
vice in  each  court  in  the  commonwealth,  for  the  recruitment,  training,  educa- 
tional development  and  evaluation  of  the  work  performance  of  probation  offi- 
cers. They  shall  plan,  initiate  and  develop  volunteer,  diversion  and  other 
programs  in  consultation  with  probation  officers  throughout  the  commonwealth 
and  shall  supervise  and  evaluate  all  programs  within  the  probation  service. 
Said  commissioner  may  appoint  a  chief  administrative  clerk  and  two  senior 
clerk  typists  to  assist  the  supervisors  of  services  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties. 

The  commissioner  of  probation  shall  be  provided  with  suitable  accommoda- 
tions in  the  Suffolk  county  court  house  or  elsewhere,  and  may,  subject  to  ap- 
propriation, employ  such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of 
his  duties,  including  a  director  of  research  and  other  research  assistants, 
and  to  compile,  evaluate  and  make  available  for  official  use  and  public  educa- 
tion the  statistical  information  on  delinquency,  crime  and  appropriate  family 
service  matters  available  in  his  records. 

The  commissioner  of  probation,  associate  commissioner,  administrative  as- 
sistant, deputy  commissioners,  supervisors  of  court  probation  services,  the 
assistant  supervisor  of  court  probation  services,  the  supervisor  of  probation 
for  the  superior  court  and  the  assistant  supervisor  of  probation  for  the  supe- 
rior court  shall  be  paid  by  the  commonwealth  in  accordance  with  a  schedule  of 
salaries  as  recommended  in  writing  by  the  chief  administrative  justice  of  the 
trial  court  and  filed  with  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means. 

SECTION  2.  Section  99B  of  said  chapter  276,  as  appearing  in  the  1984  Of- 
ficial Edition,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  subsections  (1)  and  (2)  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  two  subsections  :  - 

(1)  In  those  courts  or  regions  having  fewer  than  fifteen  probation  offi- 
cers, all  persons  serving  as  chief  probation  officer  or  acting  chief  probation 
officer  shall  be  allocated  to  the  title  of  Chief  or  Acting  Chief  Probation' Of- 
ficer I,  and  in  those  courts  or  regions  having  fifteen  or  more  prob«"rion  offi- 
cers, all  persons  so-serving  shall  be  allocated  to  the  title  of  Chief  or  Act- 
ing Chief  Probation  Officer  II 
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(2)  All  probation  officers,  except  the  chief  probation  officer,  shall  be 
compensated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  applicable  collective 
bargaining  agreement,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
Eift^E.  The  salaries  of  chief  probation  officers  and  acting  chief  probation 
officers  shall  be  paid  by  the  commonwealth  in  accordance  with  a  schedule  of 
salaries  as  recommended  in  writing  by  the  chief  administrative  justice  of  the 
trial   court  and  filed  with  the  house  and  senate  committees  on  ways  and  means. 

SECTION  3.  Section  ninety-nine  D  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and 
seventy-six  is  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  4.  If  on  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  any  of 
the  personnel  referred  to  in  section  two  of  this  act  or  the  supervisor  and  as- 
sistant supervisor  of  probation  for  the  superior  court  referred  to  in  section 
one,  and  if  on  the  effective  date  of  this  act  any  other  personnel  referred  to 
in  said  section  one  is  receiving  a  salary  set  by  law  which  is  greater  than  the 
salary  provided  for  in  the  step  in  range  in  the  job  group  to  which  the  office 
or  position  occupied  by  said  personnel  has  been  allocated,  on  the  schedule  of 
salaries  maintained  by  the  chief  administrative  justice,  the  said  personnel 
shall  receive  a  salary  under  the  said  schedule  which  is  nearest  to  the  rate
